SMALL TOWN'S ANSWER?

major share of the nation’s 
states, counties, and small towns 
are looking for money sources to 
provide the services required in 
this modern age and to pay the cost 
in this inflationary economy with 
which we are blessed. Real estate 
taxes may not have been stretched 
to the bursting point but they have 
been milked mighty dry in some

income classifications. It is a poor 
base for general taxation. 
The only fair tax is the one which 
is based on your ability to pay. Real 
estate, occupational, sales, and per 
capita taxes are among those which 
do not fairly meet that m easure. 
Eight of forty-one major cities 
today have the income tax, and there 
are 665 jurisdictions which have it, 
of which 270 are municipalities. But 
the opposition has 
blocked it in 
many areas, including public opposi­ 
tion. 
Finance specialists favor the in­ 
come tax as the best and fairest 
means of solving our tax problems. 
The experts believe it is our hope 
for dealing with pyramiding costs. 
But the voters lick it at elections 
when amendments required to make 
it a possibility are defeated. We 
always have suspected that public 
officials, the p ress, wealthy inter­ 
ests, and many others have failed 
to make an effort to sell the people 
on the value of this tax. 
One of the biggest problems in­ 
volved is the reaction of suburban 
residents. They usually object to 
paying a tax on wages earned in 
their neighboring city. However, it 
easily is proved that the cost of 
operating the central city is affected 
by the suburban population, and much 
of the dollar earned goes out of the 
city. This dollar loss increases as 
industry and comm erce follow the 
population. 


In 1939 it was estimated that 93 
cents of every dollar earned in New 
York City stayed in the city’s cash 
reg isters. By 1947 this had dropped 
to 89 cents. In 1956 the amount spent 
in New York by those who worked 
there was down to 79 cents of every 
dollar. 
The cost of administering the tax 
increases as the size of the town 
decreases. Towns with populations 
between 
10,000 and 25,000 yield 
about $8.34 per capita through a 
one per cent earned income levy. 
The cities which have the earned 
income tax find it produces about 
two-thirds the total received through 
their real estate tax. Cincinnati has 
a one per cent tax which produces 
22 per cent of its tax money. The 
property tax earns it 26 per cent. 
In Pittsburgh the 0.5 per cent tax 
yields 13 per cent of the income; 
property gets 58 percent, and others 
provide the rest. 
The nice part about the income 
tax is that it adjusts to inflation. 
As incomes increase so does the 


tax. As costs increase, most of 
which are labor, up goes the income 
receipts. 
Property tax must wait for valua­ 
tion changes, which in our political 
atmosphere usually are down. Or we 
must increase millage. 
Philadelphia proves the natural 
increase peculiarity. It has won the 
Municipal 
League award for city 
improvements three tim es, and such 
a record has required the increased 
expenditure of money. The earned 
income tax brought in $16.3 million 
in 1940. This year it is expected 
to produce $68 million! 
Springfield, Ohio, paid off a mil­ 
lion dollar debt in four years with 
a one per cent levy on its 78,000 
residents. It now is down to a 0.6 
per cent rate. 
Rates throughout the nation range 
from 0.5 to 1.5 per cent. Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio limit it to one per 
cent. Exemptions are almost non­ 
existent. In Pennsylvania we do not 
include corporation profits because 
they already are assessed. Stock 
earnings also are taxed, and this 
revenue is so lush in some areas 
that it exceeds the real estate yield. 
Tidioute, for example, has a stock 
tax yield that com pares with its 
real estate take. And at least two 
wards in W arren are in such a 
category. 
Opposition to the income tax is 
strongest from the suburbs, and 
this already has been seen in War­ 
ren. The surrounding areas have a 
unique 
advantage in Pennsylvania 
where they are allowed to enact 
their own income tax. But if this 
becomes a general practice, book­ 
keepers will have problems, o r the 
cost of collection will be too heavy. 
Leading authorities on city man­ 
agement oppose the income tax for 
local purposes because of the trouble 
it creates between areas. It is the tax 
required but under most constitu­ 
tions it is limited. 
Wisconsin has 
a good answer. 
The 
state collects the tax, uses 
some for itself, and distributes 
the 
rest, 
much like we do with 
gasoline revenues. The Wisconsin 
cities are reim bursed in propor­ 
tion to the respective amounts of 
income derived from each. 
Maryland, 
M assachusetts, 
New 
Hampshire, and Tennessee also have 
automatic procedures for sharing 
individual income tax receipts with 
their cities. And there are seven 
states which share their corporation 
taxes with the cities. Sweden does 
it nationally, each political sub­ 
division getting its share. 
We believe the income tax is the 
real answer and that it should be 
graduated. This requires an amend­ 
ment to the state constitution. The 
income tax in Philadelphia shows 
what can be done and proves the 
natural increase value during in-

flationary tim es, but it is grossly 
unfair, as are all Pennsylvania taxes 
which hit the poor equally as hard 
as the wealthy. 
There are many ways of estab­ 
lishing an income tax that will be 
collected by the state. The local 
community can receive its propor­ 


tionate share, or it can choose its 
own rate of assessm ent as it re ­ 
lates to the state tax. The details 
are not difficult if the public can 
see the worth. 
Public ignorance is standing in 
the way, and weak leadership will 
not take the required steps.

The financial condition of our area 
perhaps was revealed last fall when 
chest funds in many communities 
failed to meet their goals. Warren 
was one of many which fell short. 
In our case it was about $6,000. 
Ridgway missed by $3,000; Oil 
City was short $10,000; Franklin was 
off th e mark $14,000; Titusville 
slipped $3,000under; Brookville was 
$10,000 light; Meadville failed by 
$2,000; Bradford went after $133,608 
and got only $106,000, but even in 
failure was far above most of us. 
There were exceptions but running 
down the line you find most of 
them either short of their figure or 
very close to it. Few went booming 
over the mark, one of which was 
Sharon with $55,000 more than the 
$425,000 it sought. A rare one 
indeed.

charges against various manufac­ 
turers and marketers as once was 
our practice. The main reason is 
that reports in recent months have 
lacked local interest. A major share 
of them have involved situations 
that exist elsewhere.

other marketing malpractices which 
too often give a product instead of 
the maker a bad name. We are at­ 
tempting to protect the buyer, and 
many of these reports may do so in 
a round-about way, but we doubt the 
wisdom of misleading much pub­ 
licity. 
We also believe that many of the 
charges must be tiresome. Cer­ 
tainly the reader must know by now 
that there is no cure for baldness 
or for dandruff. Arthritis still must 
be conquered. 
He also must know that an insur­ 
ance policy is as good as the fine 
print on the face and back of it. 
The vending machine business 
has received the added punch of 
Washington discoloration. We hope 
no local money is going into such an 
investment without wide open eyes. 
Fictitious p r i c i n g and illegal 
labeling in th e 
fur business is 
another pair of frequent charges. 
It is quite common to find products 
labeled far above their true price 
in an effort to indicate a bargain, 
when you actually are paying the 
actual 
value, and perhaps some 
times a bit above it. 
When major products, comrwnly 
sold, are revealed to be less than 
advertised, we will let you know. 
And when they find something that 
will grow hair we will be the first 
in line. And if you hear it first, we 
have three telephone numbers. 


BEWARE CRYSTAL RADIO SETS 
Grandiose claims are being made 
in advertising m ail-order crystal 
radio sets for use in civil defense 
emergencies, according to Post­ 
master Summerfield. Many of these 
sets, sold under a variety of names, 
are no more than toys, and are not 
any more effective than the crystal 
set of long ago. In fact, some are 
less effective. 
The Postmaster suggests, “ Be­ 
fore purchasing one of these devices 
through the mails . . . it would be 
advisable to first contact local civil 
defense authorities. From them, 
prospective purchasers can receive 
information which spells out the 
types of radios most effective fox 
use in any national emergency.”

Pro- 
thonotary Ralph E. Sires’ prelim­ 
inary objections to the petition of 
commissioners 
Blain Mead and 
Lewis Crippen to strike judgments 
of the auditors reports of the pro- 
thonotary's accounts for 1948-55 
were dismissed in an opinion hand­ 
ed down at 2 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon by Judge B. R. Laub, of 
the 6th Judicial District. 
The visiting judge listened to the 
case Saturday in place of Judge 
Alexander C. Flick, Jr., who was 
disqualified on the grounds he had 
formerly served as county solid-, 
tor. 
The judge stated that it was the 
sole duty of the court to determine 
whether the county has alleged suf­ 
ficient facts to justify further an s wer 
by interested parties and the hold­ 
ing of a hearing. He further said if 
cheir petition is substantiated by 
proofs, it justifies and requires 
further inquiry. 
Parties involved were given 20 
days in which to file answers. 
The commissioners named con­ 
tend the auditors failed to comply 
with the law with respect to the 
filing of detailed accounts of the 
items of income and expenditures 
of the prothonotary. Also that there 
were improper items of expense.

Virtue vs. China's Mass

WASHINGTON. — What happened 
in Poland, in Czechoslovakia, and 
in Hungary is now occurring in the 
remote, almost dreamlike country 
of Tibet. 
Communist power is crushing with 
relentless force the ancient way of 
life of a people who have lived to 
themselves since time immemorial 
in the high Himalayas. 
It is bent 
on wiping out all traces of dissent 
and difference to achieve the mass 
conformity of an all-powerful state. 
The tragedy of Tibet as the Dalai 
Lama and his followers are hounded 
out of the country has set off a wave 
of indignation in India. 
The ties 
with Tibet of religion and commerce 
have long been close. 
For Prim e 
M inister Nehru the realization of 
what Red China means by "auto­ 
nomy” for Tibet is obviously pain­ 
ful. 
The moral indignation with which 
the West reacts is by now an old 
story. It is the automatic response 
to a tragedy repeated many times 
over. 
Perhaps because it is so 
fam iliar this response tends to be 
an exercise in righteousness, giv­ 
ing us a comforting feeling that 
m erely by exploding in angry de­ 
nunciation we are accomplishing 
something. 
That is a dangerous illusion, as 
even a glimpse at the past makes 
clear. The anger over the betrayal 
of Czechoslovakia l l years ago was 
deep and real. 
Yet Communist 
power has organized that country 
in such a way that production to­ 
day is at a high level. 
It would be comforting to think 
that the iniquitous methods used 
by the Red Chinese were bound to 
fail. This is the conviction so often 
expressed by American policy-mak­ 
ers. 
While in the long run it may 
be true, in the long run, as has 


been wryly said, we shall all be 
dead. 
In the meantime there is the 
fact of China’s ever-growing power. 
A recent visitor to Peiping, with a 
long background of experience in 
China and every reason to detest 
communism, has come out with a 
report of the extraordinary progress 
being made in construction of high­ 
ways, factories, government build­ 
ings, hotels, and airports. 
In the 
decade since the Communists took 
over China has a new look. 
The "g reat leap forward” proved 
too ambitious and one consequence 
is that the Chinese are defaulting on 
their trade agreem ents. B ut this, 
in the view of a staunch capitalist 
from the West, is only a tem porary 
condition. 
In the present phase the 
excesses of the "g reat leap for­ 
ward” are being compensated for. 
It is a pause before another stride 
forward. 
There is nothing essentially new 
in this. 
Almost every observer, 
of whatever nationality, has reported 
the amazing organization of the 
Chinese m ass under the constant 
goad of propaganda, surveillance, 
reward and punishment. What m ore 
advanced industrial nations do with 
machines the Communists are un­ 
dertaking to do with harnessed man­ 
power. 
Shortly before h i s unexpected 
resignation as A ssistant Secretary 
for F ar Eastern Affairs, W alter 
Robertson, who has shaped A m eri­ 
ca’s China policy in recent years, 
made in Canada a speech that put 
as forcefully as possible the whole 
quarantine theory. 
A man of dedi­ 
cated zeal, rare in Washington, he 
stated the case as follows: 
"T he Peiping regime was im ­ 
posed by force with the volition of 
only an infinitesimal fraction of the 
Chinese people. 
Today, after nine 
years, less than two percent belong 
to the party. 
It has kept itself in 
power by bloody purges and the 
liquidation of some 18,000,000 of 
mainland Chinese in nine years. 
In our view the. security interests 
of ourselves, of Asia and of the 
free world as a whole demand that 
we take no action which would create 
international 
prestige 
for 
t h i s 
regime, which would increase its 
capacity for advancing its objective 
of communizing all of Asia, or 
which would betray the hopes of 
those having the will and the cour­ 
age to resist it.” 
The prem ise in this is that A m er­ 
ican recognition wo u l d give Red 
China a prestige it does not now 
have. 
It does not answer the ques-

tion of how we are to meet the 
challenge of ever-growing Commu­ 
nist power other than by m oral 
indignation stirred when some par­ 
ticularly bloody deed commands the 
headlines. The m oralistic tone may 
well serve to conceal the reality 
of China’s power and therefore en­ 
courage us to wait for the inevitable 
triumph of virtue.

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The Rainbow State

(Editor's Note: 
The mind of 
our photo-engraver, William Bower, 
wandered beyond the dark room 
Sunday afternoon. And on our desk 
Monday morning we found this timely 
picture feature on our 50th state 
which we are proud to share with 
you. 
The writer received his knowledge 
of Hawaii while working for the Air 
force under Civil Service at Hickam 
Field during 1947-48. His back­ 
ground also shows two enlistments 
in the Air Force, 1943-45 and 1949- 
53.) 


Our fiftieth state is a paradise 
in the Pacific, consisting of about 
eight islands, th e largest being 
Hawaii, whi ch is approximately 
eighty miles long. The smallest is 
Kahoolawe, which is about ten miles 
long. 
The history of the island consists 
of fact and fiction. Captain Cook was 
a major factor in this history, 
visiting the island several times. 
He brought missionaries and with 
their aid tried to educate the happy, 
simple people. 
Captain Cook and his mission­ 
aries invented a new alphabet, con­ 
sisting of only eighteen letters. 
This small alphabet is obvious as 
the few letters are repeated fre­ 
quently in their words. 
The missionaries also tried *.~ 
clothe the lovely, immodest belles, 
who wore nothing more than leaves 
and flowers. Even today the dress­ 
es, called Mu Mus, which the mis­ 
sionaries designed, are still being 
worn by the women and are now 
even 
seen in California. 
These 
dresses have no shape, but cover 
from neck to the ankles. 
The natives disliked the white in­ 
truders. They called the whites 
“ haliies", 
which 
means 
"white 
pigs” . It was not long before they 
killed Captain Cook. 


For years the islands were gov- 
2rned by monarchies. 
T he best 
known and most colorful was King 
Kamehameha. The islanders had 
many gods and goddesses, and prob­ 
ably the most noted was Pele the 
goddess of fire, who lived in the 
volcanoes. 
Pele was really the 
creator of the islands when she 
caused the volcanoes to rise from 
the Pacific and erupt the burning 
rocks and lava. 
With the evolution of time, corral 
rocks grew and Pele caused more 
eruptions. Plant life washed onto 
the fertile land with sands to make 
the beaches, and the cooling trade 
winds, which keep the temperatures 
between 70 and 78 degrees all year 
round, making a paradise excelled 
by none. 
On the island of Oahu there is a 
rainbow almost every day. A moun­ 
tain range running along the north­ 
east side of Oahu goes straight down 
for about 2500 feet. As the trade 
winds come from the northeast they 
strike this mountain range and go 
straight up, causing a venturi ac­ 
tion. Small brooks flowing over this 
cliff do not go down, but up. 
This cliff is called the Pali, and 
it is said King Kamehameha at one 
time in a suicide attempt tried to 
march his troops off the Pali and the 
wind blew them back. In flying a light 
aircraft over this area myself it was 
amating to see I was gaining alti­ 
tude fast even though I was trying 
to descend. These thermoes rise for 
ti l "ands of feet. 
May Day to the islanders is "L ei 
Day". Each year they celebrate with 
colorful 
pagentry. 
Millions 
of 
flowers, carnations, orchids, and 
many other tropical blooms provide 
the background and add much with 
their fragrance that fills Honolulu. 


Just as the Statue of Liberty wel­ 
comes and bids goodbye to all voy­ 
agers in New York, Diamond Head, 
an inactive volcano, bids Aloha to 
everyone coming to or leaving our 
fiftieth state, Hawaii.

point of view, lf W arren were to be 
shut off from the world tomorrow, 
we doubt if the appreciation of music, 
art, drama, and the arts in general 
would cease to exist. Almost every 
town the size of W arren has enough 
of it to provide much more than the 
fundamentals and to assure its con­ 
tinuance and its growth. 
Obviously there is not as much 
good music, dram a, art, and litera­ 
ture in a small town as there is in a 
major city. But we suspect that on 
per capita basis you will find 
more. And there 
must be much 
appreciation of the arts in the pro­ 
vincial areas or New York never 
would enjoy the company of the Van 
Cliburns. 
There is no doubt that we cannot 
compare the local civic orchestra, 
the small town players, or the high 
school singing groups with the city 
symphony orchestra, Broadway pro­ 
ductions, or the metropolitan choral 
groups. They have much more from 
which to draw, much more invested, 
and number in their ranks a major 
percentage of perform ers who came 
from the small towns which of course 
can not compete. (Please read "b o r 
The Defense” on Page ll of the 
Sunday, March 29, New York Times 
entertainment section.) 
But if you are interested in keeping 
busy by expressing yourself through, 
dram a, most small communities 
have a players club. And there you 
can have good fun. And the quality of 
the ham will be only as good as the 
effort extended to smoke it. 
Those who attend a small town 
players club production with the 
expectations of seeing a profession­ 
al performance, or even a sem i­ 
professional presentation, are wast­ 
ing their time and tneir money. 
You will find people who are having 
fun, and you will do the same if you 
will accept it for what it is. 
(And if you can stand the Woman’s 
Club seats which to us is asking too 
much for a rt’s sake. If we must 
suffer through am ateur efforts, let 
us do it in Beaty comfort, which in 
turn is not the acme of theatrical 
seating.) 
We usually are amused by the 
majority of people who say there is 
nothing doing in their home town. 
Asked what they want to do they 
seldom have much constructive to 
offer. Those who want Stork Club 
entertainment couldn’t afford it once 
a year. Yet they claim they miss it 
Then there are those who will 
come up with the lack of good art 
Usually they don’t own a single paint­ 
ing of their own, despite the fact 
that those who truly love art can 
purchase beautiful reproductions ol 
most m asters. About all you will 


find on the walls of complainers is 
the bank calendar. 
lf you truly love the best there 
is in opera, dram a, art, music, 
ballet, or you name it, there is ar 
easy answer. The amount you save 
by living in a small town could be 
set aside for y o u r favorite pleasure. 
With this you can spend a week end 
in New York seeing the best per­ 
form ers, and there is little doubt 
you will find the top rank in that 
city. 
But if you lived there the 
cost of livdng might make it farther 
away then your old home town. 


It is amazing how many people 
who live in New York have never 
been to a really good show, the art 
galleries, the museum, or even to 
the Statue of Liberty. And how poor 
the best of New York’s cultural side 
would be if you were to withdrawal! 
that originated in the small towns oi 
the world. 
Culture always 
reminds us of 
organ music. To truly enjoy organ 
music it must come from a really 
fine instrum ent, with its many pipes 
and with its great range and rich­ 
ness of sound. The true lover of 
organ music is annoyed by the small 
electric organs which are found in 
many hotels, clubs, restaurants, 
theatres, and even in numerous 
homes. 
But many find much pleasure in 
these cheaper instrum ents. They 
a r e getting something from th e 
music. It is reaching into them 
despite its comparatively raucious 
sound. They are enjoying music. 
And whether it be rock and roll 
or tin-pan organ notes, that is good. 
We are making no cultural com­ 
parisons when we say that one car. 
keep active in the average small* 
town, and especially in W arren. 
There is much to do and there is 
much to be improved. It would be 
easy to write critical reports on

had a message for me,” said one 
of those offstage narrations in the 
voice of the hero. From there on 
in, it was Mickey Spillane crossed 
with Bix Beiderbecke. “ All right, 
breathe a little ,’’ says Kelly when 
he wants the boys to take a break. 
That’s the way everyone talks, el­ 
liptical. But somehow it isn’t quite 
right. 
And that’s a shame since 
there’s nothing more colorful than 
the 
talk of 
musicians 
when it’s 
right. Trouble is when it’s right, 
it ’s largely incomprehensible. 
From the entrance of the blonde 
babe, who looked like a wrong note 
the moment I saw her, we got into 
cops-and-killers monkeyshines that 
seriously interrupted the 
music. 
Kelly is on the trail of one murder 
and 
stumbles 
onto another dying 
musician. 
“ Who 
dealt th is?’’ he 
asks. Another guy gets mowed down 
in front of our eyes. 
Finally, the villain somehow con­ 
trives to shoot himself while strug­ 
gling with Kelly, providing a de­ 
nouement, a death scene, and one 
last corpse. The last corpse is a 
square trumpet player, a sweet and 
commercial musician, who beats up 
his lady singers. Right away you 
kno.v who’s 
going to be the bad 
guys in this opera. The Lawrence 
W'elks, that’s who. 


“ Pete K elly’s Blues’’ is produced 
and directed and, to some extent, 
even written by Jack Webb, who 
played the hero in a movie of the 
same 
name. 
Here Pete Kelly is 
played by a handsome, intent, im ­ 
passive young man named W illiam 
Reynolds whose acting is rudimen­ 
tary. So far, most of the acting has 
been pretty 
awful. For instance, 
Connee 
Boswell, 
the middle girl 
of the great Boswell sisters of my 
distant youth, plays a running char­ 
acter called 
Savannah. She 
still 
sings a mean blues, that girl. Now, 
if she’d just swear off acting . , . 
When the plot stopped to breathe, 
a very' fine combinationof musicians 
played “ Charleston’’ and “ Blues in 
I 
M inor" and that part was simply 
splendid. 
In fact, 
I think I may 
just tune into it every week to listen 
to the music. Maybe the plots will 
get better. 
I 
hope 
so because I just love 
those 
sm oke-filled 
settings. 
A 
program like 
this is for us big 
city fellers who are so all-fired 
sick of all that fresh air blowing 
in from the Westerns. The Twen­ 
ties with their exuberance and sin­ 
ful ways should be a fine backdrop 
for a much better series than this 
— 
at least 
than the 
first one.

to become members. It prates about 
clean stream s, yet is so uninformed 
on the subject that it is on record 
as opposing the Allegheny river 
reservoir. 
This is a strange characteristic 
for a group which is supposed to 
be cognizant of Western Pennsyl-’ 
vania’s needs. Government and pri­ 
vate engineers in study after study 
have come up with the dam as the 
best answer for water control in 
this area. Not only would it control 
floods, but it would provide a regular 
flow of water during those tepid 
summer and fall months, thus pro­ 
viding "cleaner” water. 
The Clean Streams Association 
actually is opposed to a method which 
assures greater cleanliness in the 
largest stream flowing through the 
area which it makes a pretense of 
representing. 
It does much talking about legis­ 
lation that will clean up our streams. 
But why not do something about the 
enforcement of present legislation? 
And most important of all, if this 
group really wants to help all who 
are concerned with this problem, 
every community which is about to 
face the major task of building a 
sewage plant would like some one 
to tell them how it is to be financed. 
If the Clean Streams publicists 
have any information that will clarify 
these hazy aspects of its work, 
most newspaper editors would wel­ 
come some constructive publicity, 
and so would the towns involved. 
This is a very meaty, basic subject. 
Tangible, practical proposals are 
welcome.

Safe Trailering 
Is a Breeze

W H IL E breezing along the 
vacation highway this Summer 
with the family boat or house- 
trailer, would you be able to 
spell your husband with the driv­ 
ing?

On a recent trip front Detroit 
to H ouston I d iscovered the 
established cautious, co u rteo u s 
traffic safety rules and a fen 
special precautions arc the main 
requirements. 
I learned to: 
D r i v e a t m o r e m o d e r a t e 
speeds. The added weight of a 
trailer requires more stopping 
distance. 
Allow plenty of clearan ce 
when 
passing, 
changing 
lanes 
and turning. 
When backing, steer left to 
make the trailer go to the right. 
Make frequent safety checks 
of the trailer enroute. 
Never allow anyone to ride in 
the trailer. 
Before leaving 
home, 
make 
c e r t a i n 
y o u r 
h u s b a n d 
ha s 
checked 
these 
points 
so 
your 
trip will be enjoyable and free 
from worry: 
Check your state’s motor ve­ 
hicle laws and those of states 
through which you will travel. 
Make certain the car is call­ 
able of pulling the extra w eig h t. 
Hitch should be bolted to the 
frame of the car, not just the 
bumper. Supplement the hitch 
with a safety chain. 
Provide clearly visible reflec­ 
tors, direction and warning 
lights on rear of trailer.

REM EM B ER these im portant 
rules if you’re ever involved in a 
traffic mishap: 
N otify police or highw ay 
patrol. 
Don’t panic. Keep calm. It will 
help set the pattern for others 
involved.

If your car can be moved, 
drive it off the highway, but 
don’t leave the scene. 
Exchange name and address, 
license number and name of in­ 
surance company with the other 
driver.
